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RAILWAY BANDITS 


KILL AN ENGINEER 


Band of Robbers Attempt to Hold Up 


West Coast Limited on Great 


Northern and are Foiled. 


Where the Body of Little Horace Marvin Was Found and the Man Who Discovered 


The Remains. 


Butte, Mont., May 7.—The North 


Coast limited, east-bound train No. 22 
on the Northern Pacific railroad, was 
hold up by two masked men 
near 


Welch spur, a siding eighteen miles 
east ot Butte. at 12:15 this morning. 


Engineer James Clow was shot and 


killed, and Fireman James Sullivan 
was shot through the arm. 
Without 


making an attempt to blow up the ex- 
press car as was the evident intention 
the robbers jumped from the engine 
and ran down the mountainside, dis- 
appearing In a gulch several hundred 
yards from the track. 


Sheriff Henderson, of Biitto, was no- 


tified and with a posse left on a train 
for the scene of the hold-up. 
Sheriff 


WcliL of Yellowstone county, was on 
the train and with one of the train 
crew started on the trail of the hold- 
up men a few minutes after the shoot- 
Ing. 
He trailed the men half a mile, 


and after picking up their masks, lost 
all track of the bandits. 


Suit Case Full of Powder. 


On the ten-'cr of the locomotive was 


found a telescope grip full of giant 
powder, evidently intended for use in 
Wowing up the express car. The men 
boarded the train presumably at the 
Butle transfer. 
One mile west of 


Welch tho men crawled over the tend- 
er, and with rinwn guns commanded 
tlio engineer to stop tho train which 
he did. Engineer Clow, however, 
ninde a show of resistance and one of 
the 
robbers 
fired, 
shooting 
him 


through the body and lulling him in- 
stantly. The other man shot, at Sul- 
livan, breaking his arm. When the 
train stopped Conductor Bert Culver 
andi'.the train crew ran to the engine 
where they found a colored man who 
related the circumstances of the hold- 
up. This man said that he had been 
stealing a ride and that the men offer- 
ed him a third "booty" if he would as- 
sist them. 
He said he bad refused 


and had taken no part in the hold-up 


He says he can identify the robbers 
and the man is being held for this 
purpose. 


Tho body of Clow was taken 


Whitehall where an inquest will be 
held. Clow lived at Livingston where 
he leaves a widow and son. 
55 years old and had been in the serv- 
ice of tho Northern Pacific 
years. The Northern Pacific is send- 
ing special trains from Deer Dodgp to 
the scene, carrying officers as well as 
seven bloodhounds from the peniten- 
tiary. 
Sheriff Fenner, of Deer Lodge 


county was joined at Welch by men 
from Ruttp with horses. 
The latest 


accounts were the dogs had struck the 
trail and wore following it. 


Good Ground for Bloodhounds. 


The country where the hold-up took 


place is extremely rough, being six 
miles from the summit of the main 
range ot the Rocky mountains, 
unsettled and the trail is not. likely to

Seventeen-year-old Annie Bush came 


running into the hallway and met 


Judgment of Federal Court 


at Indianapolis Due 


Tomorrow.
